Mitchell of 829 W 
Cherry Ave., 
pleaded guilty to a charge of arson. A 
burglary charge was dropped. 
Mitchell will spend a year in jail less 33 
days spent in custody while awaiting dis­ 
position of his case 


iop€curfy 
iott€od\) 
Neutron 
bomb bill 
sent to Carter 
House passes 
vet pension 
increases 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The House to­ 
day approved a 6.5 percent increase in 
pensions for 2.7 million veterans or their 
survivors, effective Jan. 1. 1978. 
The measure, passed on a voice vote 
and sent back to the Senate for expected 
agreement on a minor amendment, 
would cost about $130 million a year. 
The increase goes to some 1 million 
veterans suffering total disability from 
non-service connected causes and to 
another 1.7 million widows and children 
of such veterans The pensions are paid 
on a basis of economic need 
The increase was described by the 
House Veterans Affairs Committee as a 
cost of living boost but also to compen­ 
sate for any cuts that would be made in 
the pensions in the face of increases in 
their social security benefits. 
The House earlier had included a 25 
percent increase in pensions paid to 
some 200,000 widows of World War I 
veterans but the Senate rejected that 
provision and returned the bill to the 
House

A police spokesman said he estimated 
some 200 people were trapped in cars 
and buses when a landslide near the port 
of Piraeus blocked the highway. 
The floods caused power failures dur­ 
ing the night in 80 percent of Athens and 
half the city’s telephones were cut off 
Several buildings collapsed and streets 
crumbled, snarling traffic in some 
areas.

ATHENS. Greece (U P I) - A four- 
hour freak storm triggered the worst 
floods in memory in Athens, killing 
dozens of people, sweeping away cars 
and buses and knocking out power to 80 
percent of the citv. 
By midmorning today, police said 25 
people had died in the floods The death 
toll was expected to rise during the day. 
Police and troops worked through the 
night to evacuate hundreds of Athenians 
from their flooded homes and a state of 
emergency was declared in the stricken 
area

Maze of complications trigger 
reversal of development assurance

Payne and 
Henry D Aguilar wanted to do 
some 17 months ago when they 
approached the County Plann­ 
ing Departm ent was to put two 
trailers on their 39 94 acres of 
agriculturally zoned land near 
the end of San Pasquale Rd. in 
Lompoc Valley and eventually 
clear and farm the land 


But. due to some unbelievable 
happenings, unforeseen legal 
decisions, unfortunate advice 
from county employees, and a 
few other county bobbles, they 
stood before the County Plann­ 
ing Commission W ednesday 
and were bluntly told they now 
cannot do what planners as­ 
sured them they could do back 
in June. 1976 


In the interim, they have gone 
to the expense of building a 
hardtop road for fire protec­ 
tion purposes, as requested by 
the county, have drilled a w ater 
well that could supply the two 
tra ile rs, and acquired two 
trailers, one 60 feet long and 
another house trailer 64 feet in 
length 
Although both trailers are 
now on the property described 
as adjacent to 806 San Pasqual 
Road they cannot be and are not 
occupied by the couples and are 


merely being “ stored.” 
The County Planning Depart­ 
ment says the trailers are il­ 
legally sited, although Mrs. 
Payne told the commission a 
P la n n in g 
D e p a r tm e n t 
employee told her to go ahead 
and put the trailer there as the 
approval seemed at hand 


P lan n in g 
D ire c to r B ritt 
Johnson said the employee who 
gave this advice was “ in erro r” 
as county sanction hadn't been 
given 
He also acknowledged 
th e 
d e p a r t m e n t 
“ inadvertently” 
overlooked 
some legal decisions which 
balked the two Lompoc area 
couples but w eren't explained 
to them until recently 


The Office of Environmental 
Quality (OEQ> had gotten into 
the bureaucratic maze, Mrs 
Payne said and delays mul­ 
tiplied 
But the crowning blow to the 
two couples was administered 
by Johnson when he said that 
although Payne and Aguilar 
might now proceed to try to get 
a land division under the U-zone 
(allowing 
10-acre homesites) 
and actually get a lot split and a 
use permit for one trailer on 
each p arcel, land use and 
building perm its couldn’t be is­ 
sued because the m atter is 


“ now in conflict with initiation 
of agricultural rezoning“ in the 
area 
The County supervisors will 
first have to resolve the down- 
zonings proposed for the area 
before land use perm its can be 
issued for trailers as single­ 
family homes. Johnson said 


Then Johnson added that he 
was “convinced that area will 
be rezoned to 100-acre unclas­ 
sified agricultural or 100-acre 
g e n e r a l 
a g r i c u l t u r e 
designation ’’ 


Johnson said the complica­ 
tions arose from the fact that 
the property of nearly 40 acres 
had been purchased by the two 
families as one parcel and only 
one trailer for single-family 
residential use was theoretical­ 
ly allowed prior to the downzon- 
ing move now being furiously 
debated before the F ourth 
District Advisory Committee in 
the Lompoc area 
Johnson declared he doesn't 
expect a decision from the 
supervisors for “ perhaps six. 
eight or 10 months” on the 
downzoning 
He also offered ‘he thought 
th a t n e ig h b o rin g p ro p e rty 
owners might object to any land 
division which might be sought 
by the two applicants 


Johnson told the applicants 
that because of the complex­ 
ities of the case and pending a 
decision by them as to what 
they want to do next, his office 
will not cite them for having the 
trailers there without a permit. 
The commission voted to con­ 
tinue the hearing on the Payne- 
Aguilar requests for trailer per­

Berkowitz

to the six killings 
The transcripts w ere printed 
by the New York Daily News, 
which said it obtained them 
from sta te S u p rem e Court 
Justice John Starkey. 
S tark ey rem oved h im self 
from the case Tuesday follow 
ing criticism from the legal 
com munity about his discus­ 
sions of the case with the New 
York Post The release of the 
transcript added to the debate 
on w h eth er B erk ow itz can 
receive a fair trial 
“ I did the shooting I killed 
the people ” The N ew s quoted 
Berkow itz in transcripts of 
tape-recorded 
conversations 
with two court-appointed psy­ 
chiatrists 
Berkowitz has admitted in 
court hearings that he carried 
out the killings but said he was 
controlled by ’ dem ons ” He 
has asked to be “ put aw ay“ for 
the rest of his life. 
The 372-page transcript was 
in tro d u ced 
la st 
m onth as 
evidence at a hearing in which 
Berkowitz was found com pe­ 
tent to stand trial for murder 
Berkowitz, who adm its kill­ 
ing six young p eo p le and 
wounding seven others in a 
yearlong series of ambushes, 
said in the transcript that he 
selected ‘‘nice stree ts” on the 
nights he went out with his 44-

Brown 
praises 
crime bills 


PASADENA (U P I) - Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr says the 
people want something done 
about crime and that he and the 
Legislature have responded by 
enacting the finest package of 
anti-crime bills in the past 
decade 
“ There have never been so 
many criminal laws enacted in 
a three-year period in the last 
decade." the governor told 
delegates Wednesday at the 
Peace Officers Association of 
California convention 
“ Any fair analysis of the last 
three years indicates there has 
been a dramatic increase in the 
number of new laws and new 
punishments that have been 
written into the statutes of 
Califorr a." Brown said 
In running through a list of 
some of the bills. Brown noted 
that “ the legal machinery is 
now there if prosecutors and 
judges have the political will to 
make use of those tools.” 
“ The public is concerned 
about crime, that the job of the 
cop on the beat is not easy, that 
people want something done 
and we and the legislators have 
reacted by giving strong com- 
mitment to serious penalties.” 


Committee chairman likely 
to reject jobless proposal 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
chairman of a key legislative 
committee that must act on a 
Brown administration proposal 
to increase unemployment 
benefits at the expense of some 
jobless workers said Wednes­ 
day he is undecided but in­ 
dicated he is inclined to vote 
against it. 
Sen 
B ill Greene. D-Los 
Angeles, who said his Watts dis- 
tric t suffers the heaviest 
jobless rate in the state, 
predicted the three Republican 
members of his Senate Industri­ 
al Relations Committee would 
endorse the proposal to revamp 
the s ta te ’s unemploym ent 
insurance system. 


Four favorable votes in the 
seven-member 
comm ittee 
would be enough to launch the 
proposal in the Senate. 
Basically, the administra­ 
tion’s plan would reduce the 
number of persons who receive 
jobless benefits in favor of pay­ 
ing more to those who qualify. 
The unemployment insurance 
system is supported by an 
employers’ tax that is among 
the highest in the nation The 
administration proposal, to be 
formally presented to the com­ 


mittee Dec. 8. likely would not 
increase the tax. which was 
raised by $600,000 two years 
ago. 
“ I ’m not decided, but I should 
vote no.” said Greene, whose 
district has an unemployment 
rate of 24 percent among 
adults. 40 percent among 
youths. 
“ In the past, we gave these 
things 
blanket 
approval,” 
Greene said following a com­ 
mittee hearing on the proposal 
“ But now we’re going to take a 
close look at how this affects 
our constituents.” 
Greene said voters in his dis­ 
trict would be “ heavily af­ 
fected" by one suggestion to 
take aw ay unem ploym ent 
benefits from at least 78,000 
jobless who worked less than 10 
weeks. 
A, plan to base qualification 
for benefits upon a minimum 
length of employment, such as 
10 weeks, is one of several un­ 
der study by the administra­ 
tion Jobless workers now may 
gualify if they have earned $750, 
which some persons, such as 
actors, can do by working only 
a few days. 
The greatest impact would be 


felt by unemployed workers in 
the agriculture, food proces­ 
sing. 
manufacuturing. 
hotel, 
entertainment, clothing, con­ 
struction and health industries, 
said Martin Glick, director of 
the state Employment Develop­ 
ment Department 
Glick told the committee the 
C aliforn ia 
unemploym ent 
insurance system — among the 
nation’s most liberal in terms 
of who qualifies — should be 
reorganized because it is failing 
to provide the unemployed with 
sufficient money to meet debts 
Benefits range from $30 to $104 
per week, based upon a jobless 
workers’ previous wages. 
Greene said he felt that of the 
committee’s four Democrats, 
only Senate President Pro Tern 
James R Mills. D-San Diego, 
might support the administra­ 
tion’s plan

Salesman allegedly allowed 
to operate; doctors charged 


MINEOLA, N Y. (UPI) - A 
grand jury has indicted three 
doctors and a nurse at a Long 
Island hospital on charges of 
second-degree assault for al­ 
legedly allowing a medical ap­ 
pliance salesman to partici­ 
pate in surgery there. 
Suffolk County D istrict Attor­ 
ney Henry O’Brien, who annou­ 
nced the charges Wednesday, 
called the indictment “ the most 
scandalous case it has ever 
been my duty to prosecute." He 
said it appeared to be the first 
such case in the nation 
The charges involve an opera­ 
tion perform ed on Franklin 
Mirando at Smithtown General 
Hospital on July 3. 1975, by two 
orthopedic 
surgeons, 
Drs. 
David Lipton and Harold Mas- 
soff 


The 
in d ic tm e n t did not 
charge the salesman, William 
M cK ay, w ith an y c rim e . 
Reliable sources said he was 
given immunity for his grand 
jury testimony, but O’Brien 
refused to comment on the m at­ 
ter 


McKay told a reporter for the 
Long Island newspaper News- 
day he was called to the 
hospital from a golf game to ad­ 
vise surgeons inserting a hip 
joint in Mirando. He said Lipton 
had damaged the end of Miran- 
do’s femur bone as he tried to 
remove the artificial joint. 
The salesman said his role 
was merely to advise the doc­ 
tors about the appliance, but at 
their request he helped insert 
another hip joint 


Mirando has charged he was 
permanently crippled by the 
operation, which, he said, left 
one leg two inches shorter than 
the other. He has filed a 
malpractice suit against the 
two surgeons 
Lipton. Massoff. the hospital 
and two others present for the 
operation — Dr. Mary Chiu an 
anesthesiologist, and Lorna 
Salzarullo, the supervising 
nurse — were charged with 
second-degree assualt. Lipton

LISBON, Maine (UPI) — Someone stole and wrecked their 
only emergency vehicle, and the m em bers of Lisbon’s 
Volunteer Ambulance Service thought it would be months, if 
ever, before they could help their neighbors again 
But a flood of donations and gifts from across the nation 
has shortened the wait to a m atter of weeks, and the 
volunteers say they’re even hoping now to put three am ­ 
bulances on the road 
“ Every morning we open the mail with goosebumps 
shooting up our backs Then we cry,” m em ber Joan Lowndes 
said Wednesday. “ So far we have received $2.017 in the mail 
We have run out of words to describe the beautiful actions of 
these people. We have regained our faith in hum anity.” 
M rs Lowndes said donations have come in from Hawaii. 
California, Kansas. Texas. Illinois, Pennsylvania. Virginia, 
North Carolina, Florida, M assachusetts, New Hampshire, 
New York, Colorado. Connecticut, Louisiana. M ississippi 
and throughout Maine 
The group’s only ambulance was taken for a joyride and 
wrecked last week The ambulance service had the required 
liability insurance on it, but the m em bers didn’t feel they 
could afford more costly collison coverage 
Ron Kadlec, a handicapped medical techimcian who is ex­ 
ecutive director of the service, said a UPI story about the 
problem “ saved the day.” He said clippings of the story had 
accompanied most of the donations 
Kadlec said the volunteers were most touched by a letter 
from an unemployed North Carolina man with five young 
children, who sent $3 and apologized for not being able to 
send more 
Damages to the vehicle were more than $2.000 Kadlec 
said it would have taken months for the group to raise that 
much money going door-to-door But thanks to the donations, 
he said, the ambulance is now in the shop and should bo 
“ back on the road saving lives in a couple of weeks " 


Tenants organize statewide 
to combat rent increases 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - An 
elderly San Diego couple goes 
without lunch to save money for 
rent, which has increased twice 
since the two moved into a 
small duplex last March 
A Santa Monica apartm ent 
building put on the market at 
$600.000 sold for $3 million 
Repercussions from the five­ 
fold increase were felt in sur­ 
rounding neighborhoods — in 
new and h ig h er p ro p e rty 
values, taxes and tenants' bills. 
R enters in an apartm ent 
building in Santa B arbara 
learned after the complex was 
sold last sum m er that rents un­ 
der the new m anagement would 
be hiked as much as 50 percent 
from $200 to $300 
Statewide renters are organ­ 
izing to battle rent increases 
made more onerous by a m ajor 
rental housing shortage. Ten­ 
ants in cities with only a 2 or 3 
percent vacancy rate say they 
can find no place else to live 
when they receive unexpected 
notices of big rent hikes 
A California landlord can 
raise rent by any amount with 
30 days’ notice if tenants rent 
on a month-to-month basis, as 
most California tenants do If 
there is a lease, he must wait 
until it expires, but some te­ 
nants say it is increasingly dif 
ficult to get leases 


Senior citizens on fixed in­ 
comes must “ cut down on their 
food intake to cope," said Gwen 
Davis, 62, president of the 
Coalition for Fair Rent in San 
Diego 
“ Many tim es we go 
without lunch so there will be 
food for evening.” 
She and her husband live on 
an income of $500 a month, she 
said Their rent has risen from 
$160 to $200 since March 
Although tenants make up 
nearly half of California's 21.7 
million 
population, landlords 
traditionally have wielded the 
stronger arm in the political 
arena 
The landlord wields an im ­ 
pressive arsenal while the te­ 
nant dangles a slingshot on the 
legislative battlefield, says As- 


semblyman 
Herschel 
Rosen­ 
thal. D-Los Angeles, a strong 
supporter of tenant causes. 
“ Apartment owners and real­ 
tors have very strong lobbyists 
up here who are able to kill lots 
of good ideas,” he says “ As a 
group, renters don’t vote TTie 
lobbyists are very knowledgea­ 
ble, they re informing, they 
represent property owners who 
do vote." 
Landlords traditionally have 
fought efforts to control rents, 
in part on grounds they con­ 
stitu te 
u n n ecessary 
in te r­ 
vention by the government 
But tenant groups in San 
Diego. Santa M onica, Santa 
Cruz and other cities just as 
fervently want to put the issue 
on their ballots next year

1 tsp baking soda 
Vfc pint sour cream 
2 eggs 
2 cups flour 
, 
Vi tsp. salt 
1 tsp. almond extract 
1 can whole cranberry sauce 
Vi cup nuts 
Cream margarine and sugar. Add eggs one at a time 
and beat thoroughly. Add sifted dry ingredients alter­ 
nately with sour cream 
Add almond extract. Place 
1/3 of batter in a well-greased and floured bundt pan. 
Swirl half of cranberry sauce on top; sprinkle with 
nuts. Repeat Top with the last of the batter. Bake at 
350 degrees 55-60 minutes 
Cool in pan five minutes.

being passed around by persons 
seeking petition signing against 
a four-lane, elevated, city-type 
bypass. 
“The Solvang Business As­ 
sociation’s position in this road 
plan needs clarification and we 
believe Our citizens need some 
history and fact input for con­ 
sideration 
“The SBA is endorsing the 
retention of a planned com­ 
munity road that has been on 
our master plan since 1965 Our 
P erm a n en t

co n sid ered 


endorsement is for no change; 
leave the plan alone 
"The route is for a needed 
town periphery two-lane street, 
not an elevated four-lane 
freeway. This route is as shown 
on the existing 1965 county 
Master Plan adopted after 
three years study by a un­ 
animous vote of over 500 
persons at a public meeting in 
Solvang.’’ 
Larsen then details the 
development of the bypass con­ 
cept through a 25-year period, 
citing at the end that "as 
anyone can readily see, this is 
no new or spur of the moment 
plan, rather an evolvement of 
some 25 years of town develop­ 
ment and planning ” 
Beginning in the early 1950s, 
"the state met with Solvang to 
discuss alternate routes around 
town 
At that time, a true 
bypass was under study by 
relocating Hwy 246." Larsen 
noted 
"It was during the 50s 
that the Santa Ynez bypass 
south of town was built." 
He continued, "This state 
plan 
(for Solvang), 
though 
never developed, became the 
basis for future Solvang road 


planning for our needed east- 
west route to the south of 
town." 
"In (about) I960. Alisal Glen 
was developed and the first seg­ 
ment of the plan, one and a half 
blocks of Fjord Dr 
west of 
A lisa l, was b u i l t ” 
The 
roadway parallels the river 
from east to west and deadends 
with a timber barricade ‘to 
allow westerly development 
when needed south of the 
(mobile home) p ark ’” 
Larsen cited the continuing 
acquisition of road rights of 
w ay by the county Road 
Department through the early 
1970s, as a condition of various 
lo t 
splits 
and 
prop erty 
transfers The county obtained 
"full road right of way for 
(about) one mile south from the 
intersection of Alamo Pintado 
and Hwy 246 
" It is interesting to note that, 
opponents’ words to the con­ 
trary, this road plan has been 
impiemented and constructed 
to date at developers’ expense 
not at cost to the taxpayers,’ 
Larsen said "W e see no reason 
to change this method of 
operation."

broken. I tried to figure 
some way to play it.” 
That was five years ago. 
Heine now holds a patent for 
the first laser phonograph and 
has a working model in his 
home. 
“It’s really quite simple,” 
said Heine. (That’s the way all 
inventors start their story). "I 
was interested in lasers, and 
about the same time I happened 
to see a photograph of the 
groove in a record, very highly 
magnified, showing all its con­ 
tours, 
“It occurred to me that if 
somebody can take a picture of 
that, certainly you should be 
able to somehow get an image 
back with light.” 
He traded a camera lens to a 
friend in exchange for a laser 
and 
began 
experim enting. 
Pointing the thin light beam — 
only one fifteen-thousandths of 
an inch thick — at the groove in 
a record, he saw a remarkable 
reflection on the ceiling of the 
room It was a long thin arc of 


light with graphlike variations 
all along its length 
“I discovered something very 
unique," said Heine “When the 
laser beam shines down on the 
groove you get what is called a 
difraction interference pattern. 
Light energy gets down in the 
groove and bounces all around 
When it finally comes out of the 
groove its reflected energy 
represents the contours of the 
groove ” 
The shape of the line of light 
represents the sound on the 
record 
In his laser player, Heine 
uses two photoelectric cells to 
convert that pattern of light 
into electric signals that are, in 
turn, converted to sound by con­ 
ventional electronic gear 
Heine was able to play his 
mother’s old recording. Later 
he demonstrated his machine 
by breaking a record. Scotch 
taping it together and playing it 
for an audience of audio ex­ 
perts.

Unlike Sirhan and Corona. 
Spann's criminal proclivities 
have been unimaginative. He 
is serving five years to life for 
routine armed robbery. Yet 
because of his relationship to 
the president, officials fear he 
would be in danger in the or­ 
dinary inmate population, 
hence "The Bad Peanut.” as 
he's called, is kept in isola­ 
tion 
No doubt the fears here are 
warranted A guard suggests 
that if Spann was grabbed by 
other prisoners, the conse­ 
quences might be severe: 
They could hold him for any 
sort of ransom , 
like a 
presidential pardon 
I don't 
think they could get it. but in 
anv event it would be scary, 
and would put the president on 
a hell of a spot ' 
Authorities say the risk 
regarding Spann is particular- 
lv acute because he is par­ 
ticularly vulnerable. The 
record indicates he is not 
simply a good boy gone tem­ 
porarily wrong At 32 years 
old Spann is virtually a career 
criminal, heavily associated 
with drugs and homosexuals, 
hence he now m ust be 
protected from his own 
lifestyle excesses 
The excesses began early in 
Spann s life Born in Georgia 
to Jim my Carter's younger 
sister Gloria, he was raised in 
comfortable but unhappy cir­ 
cum stances 
His father. 
William Harvey, did not get 
on well with the mother, and 
left by divorce before the boy 
was a teen; Spann s name was 
then changed to that of hts 
stepfather. Walter Spann 


The parents do not talk 
much about their wayward 
son But Mrs Spann has told 
; friends that the boy turned 
sour while still in junior high 
school 
He was an unim­ 
pressive student and in­ 
different to matters such as 
church and sports 
By the 
time he was 15 he was con­ 
sidered by Georgia authorities 
to be "beyond parental con­ 
trol 


Observers in the Carter 
hometown of Plains say that 
Mrs Spann tried to help young 
W illia m through the use of 
private schools and special 
counselling Nothing worked 
Then, urged on by her 
evangelical sister Ruth. Mrs. 
Spann reportedly became 
a suddenly religious and "put 
\her son in God s hands " Un- 
ffortunatelv. that didn t work 
t either 


Though a petty criminal 
from his teens on, Spann did 
not get into serious trouble un­ 
til he moved to California in 
the late 1960s. Then, accor­ 
ding to the record, he spent 
money from home on nar­ 
cotics and began frequenting 
sleazy bars. He has since been 
arrested on charges that in­ 
clude vehicle theft and paroie 
violations 
His most recent crime was 


he is isolated from temp­ 
tations.

WASHINGTON - (N EA ) - 
In autumn of 1969, when Presi­ 
dent Nixon appointed Nancy 
Hanks to succeed Roger 
Stevens as chairman of the 
National Endowment for the 
Arts, the four-year-old bureau 
still was largely an experi­ 
ment. Today, as she puts 
things in order for her 
resignation, effective Oct. 2, 
the Endowment is an institu­ 
tion. 
That transformation almost 
certainly would have occurred 
if some other dedicated and 
able arts administrator had 
been in the job During those 
years the nation itself was find­ 
ing its identity in the arts as 
never before. Nevertheless, 
by virtue of the manner in 
which this metamorphosis 
took place, it can be credited 
to Miss Hanks 
She is its 
architect, and its victim 
T o d a y 
it 
is 
h ard 
to 
remember how indifferent 
and even antagonistic many 
Congressmen were to the idea 
of a federal arts program in 
the mid-1960s 
(For anyone 
who cares to look, it is there in 
the voting records ) 
Still, on Sept 29. 1965, Presi­ 
dent Johnson was able to sign 
into law a bill creating a 
National Foundation on the 
Arts and Humanities 
The 
first year budget of $2 5 
million was a drop in the 
bucket by federal standards, 
and nothing to threaten any 
legislator’s pet project. 
At its start, the program 
was largely a Democratic 
enterprise 
However, GOP Congress­ 
men soon discovered that 
while a majority of men and 
women working at the various 
arts were Democrats, most of 
the cultured civic "doers" 
who serve on museum and 
symphony boards were (and 
are) Republicans. 
As the awareness of an arts 
constituency around the coun­ 
try grew, the clim ate in 
Congress began to change In 
1968 Stevens noted that “ It no 
longer is fashionable to op­ 
pose or make fun of the arts." 
And a Republican legislator 
said 
“ We no longer have 
those horrible demonstrations 
of bad taste on the floor, nor 
do we encounter the implica­ 
tion that if you favor the arts, 
you’re queer." 
The arts were a long way 
from being home free, 
however, and trepidation 
grew as President Nixor 
prop osed 
s e v e r a l 
replacements for Stevens who 
were painfully unsuited to the 


job. (One, for example, an­ 
nounced he might accept the 
chairmanship as a part-time 
position.) 
As the candidates were be­ 
ing shot down, a few people — 
most effectively Leonard Gar­ 
ment and Michael Straight — 
were pushing for the appoint­ 
ment of Nancy Hanks, then 41 
and an executive secretary of 
the Rockefeller 
Brothers 
Fund Special Studies Project 
She had been staff director 
of 
The Performing Arts 
Problems and Prospects." the 
Rockefeller panel report on 
the future of music, dance and 
theater in America, published 
in 1965 
She was also Republican, 
"old family," with lineage 
back to Lincoln’s mother, 
after whom she was named 
She was (and is) a perfect 
lady, old-fashioned as that 
phrase might be In her com­ 
pany men tend to act more 
lik e 
g e n tle m e n 
even 
representatives and senators 
had been known to display 
manners that were positively 
courtly. 
Stevens believed in what he 
called the shotgun theory of 
arts support 
He spread 
available funds as far as 
possible, knowing full well 
that not every individual 
group or recipient would ac­ 
complish great things, but 
that some of the support 
would help to nourish impor­ 
tant talents He would refer to 
the WPA and other depression 
agencies of the 1930s, that 


provid ed s m a ll w eek ly 
salaries to artists 
It was 
enough to keep painters such 
as the late Jackson Pollock, 
among others, from giving up 
His term for Miss Hanks 
meticulous system is the rifle 
theory. She. with the cultured 
and politically astute Straight 
as her assistant, carefully 
picked and chose grant 
recipients, on recommenda­ 
tion of the various department 
heads — dance, visual arts, 
theater, etc. The reasoning 
was that careful selection 
would minimize misuse of 
grants 
And that’s how things went, 
and to a limited degree, still 
go 
Meanwhile, Miss Hanks 
and Straight were proving 


they could talk Congressmen 
into favorin g increased 
budgets for the arts. In one in­ 
stance, the two talked in­ 
dividually to 150 senators and 
representatives, swinging 100 
of them from “ no" to “ yes." 


As NEA funding grew to its 
present $114 6 million, the 
operations became more com­ 
plex The staff grew in size, at 
an inevitable sacrifice of the 
earlier closeness 
Florence 
Lowe, a former newspaper­ 
w om an nam ed the E n ­ 
dowment’s 
public 
relations 
director, coached Miss Hanks 
toward a resounding success 
as a public speaker. 
Loyalty has been one factor 


which has undermined that 
earlier flexibility of the En­ 
dowment and which Miss 
Hanks also valued 
Depart­ 


ment heads, no matter how 
prudent and dedicated, have 
become a bit set in their ways, 
so that an increasingly fixed 
pattern for 
grants has 
developed 
Theater com­ 
panies try to figure out a pro­ 
ject that would please Ruth 
Mayleas, the agency’s drama 
head, when they should think 
only about the public need 
such a program will meet 
Fortunately, Miss Mayleas 
is sharply attuned to public 
need, so this is not the conflict 
it might have been 
Still, 


whether she or Miss Hanks 
w ill it or not, her taste 
becomes the reigning taste 
among those who must look to 
the Endowment for help This 
has happened in other of the 
arts as well, which suggests 


th a t long te n u re is a 
questionable virtue 
In that way, Miss Hanks has 
become the vicim of the in­ 
stitution she has done so much 
to build. As for the rifle theory 
— Stevens' term — it is being 
threatened by the very pop­ 
ularity the arts have achiev­ 
ed. Today there are greater 
pressures from Congress and 
the constituents to make more 
grants to more groups and in- 


dividuals, to “ spread it 
around ’’ 
So w illy-n illy, 
Stevens' old shotgun theory 
could be taking over again. 
As for Nancy Hanks, she has 
become a public figure quite 
u n lik e 
the wom an she 
appeared to be eight years 
ago, but not, I think, less 
warm or less dedicated. As an 
administrator she has grown 
tremendously. She has been 
offered the presidency of 
several universities, 
She must miss the cozy 
agency she inherited from 
Stevens in 1969, but she can 
take comfort from her and 
N E A ' s r e m a r k a b l e a c ­ 
com plishm ent

The worst violator of the 
federal 
g o v ern m en t’s 
an ­ 
ti-pollution laws is — the 
federal government. 
Only about 10 percent of all 
in d u strie s have not m et 
current deadlines of the Clean 
Air Act of 1970 and Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act of 
1972. This contrasts with 38 
percent of the largest federal 
operations which have not 
complied with the water law 
and 24 percent which are 
violating clean air standards, 
according to the Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency. 
Now the EPA is cracking 
down. It has labeled 149 
federal facilities and installa­ 
tions “ major polluters” and 
warned them to halt their 
violations or it will take them 
to court. 
Conceivably, says the EPA, 
the commander of a military 
base or the head of an agency 
could 
be held 
personally 
responsible for continued 
pollution and face court- 
imposed penalties, including 
jail.

Ironically, one of the federal 
polluters is the General Ser­ 
vices Administration’s central 
heating plant which supplies 
more than 100 buildings in the 
District of Columbia including 
the White House. 
Others on the list are an 
Interior 
D epartm ent

drainage tunnel in Colorado; 
and 
E n e rg y 
D e p a rtm e n t 
power plant in South Carolina 
and military bases in about 11 
states. 


As is the case with local 
communities, whose record of 
compliance with the pollution 
laws also falls far short of that 
of private industry, a big 
problem has been getting 
money to install anti-pollution 
equipment. But there has also 
been a lot of ju s t plain 
foot-dragging by the federal 
people, says the EPA.

WASHINGTON — Thanks to the 
orchestration of a whole series of moves, 
chances for ratification of the Panama 
Canal treaties have substantially im­ 
proved 
One step forward was President 
C arter’s meeting with Panam a’s Omar 
Torrijos H errera in 
which they agreed on 
the right of the United 
States to act against 
aggression or threats 
directed against the 
canal 
A committee of dis­ 
tinguished Americans 
representing a broad 
spectrum of the nation 
headed by A verell 
Harriman will help to 
convince the public of 
the vital importance 
of Senate ratification of the treaties that 
were negotiated under four presidents. 
The committee runs the gamut from 
AFL CIO President George Meany to 
former leading American military com­ 
manders 
By a kind of inverse ratio, the tactics 
of some of the loudest opponents of the 
tre a tie s have helped to c re a te a 
favorable or at le a st to le ra n t a t­ 
mosphere Foremost among the oppo­ 
nents is Sen Robert Dole. R.-Kan , who 
has used a variety of hit-and-run tactics 
to discredit the treaties and those who 
negotiated them 
Dole began bv making public a leaked 
Senate 
Department cablegram 
from 
Panama The message was suggesting a 
wide difference between the two sides 
over the right of intervention to maintain 
operation of the canal 
In an open hearing of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. Sen John 
Glenn. D -Ohio, challenged the ethics of 
making public a classified document 
Dole breathed his defiance and bellowed 
out his intention of doing everything in 
his power to stop the “ giveaway” of the 
canal. 
His next move was to raise the charge 
that several years back members of the 
Torrijos clan had had a connection with 
drug-smuggling operations This infor­ 
mation had been fed to Dole by forces 
that subsequently leaked Drug Enforce­ 
m ent A dm inistration records that 
showed some basis for the charge — 
which was five years old 
Dole, as a spoiler and trickster, is an 
albatross the Republican party is stuck 
with Why President Gerald Ford chose 
him as his vice presidential candidate 
can be explained only by the threat of 
Ronald Reagan and his domination of the 
conservative wing of the party. 
Since that unhappy campaign of a year 
ago I have talked with a wide range of 
men and women around the country 
about why Ford lost the election Almost 
without exception they have given his 
choice of Dole as the pre-em inent 
reason Both from the viewpoint of prac­ 
tical politics and the character of the 
man who would be one heartbeat from 
the presidency, it seem ed an inept 
choice 
Throughout the campaign Dole seldom 
disappointed those within his own party 
who had viewed with dismay his selec­ 
tion bv Ford at the Kansas City conven­ 
tion 
He appeared as a tricky showoff 
with one-liners as his specialty The im­ 
pression was of a man who thought little 
of the office of vice president and less of 


the outcome of the election 
In h is te le v is e d d e b a te w ith 
Democratic vice presidential candidate 
Walter Mondale, Dole was nothing less 
than a disaster However the uncommit­ 
ted voter may have regarded Mondale. 
he was bound to look good against the 
Dole performance. 
Looking back at that campaign 
which now seems part of ancient history 
— and back at the two years that lea up 
to it. the Ford errors are not hard to finu 
One was his cavalier treatm ent of 
Nelson Rockefeller whom he initially 
nam ed v ic e p re s id e n t and th en 
repudiated 
Another was his sanction, 
again with the Reagan haunt hovering 
over his shoulder, of the repudiation of 
the K issinger foreign policy in the 
foreign policy plank of the Republican 
platform 
As for the geographical reasons that so 
often figure in the choice of a vice presi­ 
dent. Ford was bound in any event to 
carry Kansas. While he had foreclosed 
the choice of George Bush who would 
have been an im portant adjunct in 
Texas, other senators with more visible 
assets were ready and willing Vet Dole 
was his choice. 
That ratification of the treaties should 
become a political issue is in itself a sad 
commentary on the state of the political 
dialogue Whatever the risks involved in 
turning control of the canal over even­ 
tually to the Panamanians, the dangers 
in rejecting the treaty are far greater 
It is no exaggeration to say that the 
relationship with Latin America, none 
too happy at present, would deteriorate 
to zero 
The exercise of American 
authority and American privilege in the 
Canal Zone is regarded as colonialism 
with all the stigma of the past 
Sabotage and subversive attack on the 
canal — with the demand for direct in 
tervention of American forces — is a 
grim prospect that those using the cry of 
“giveaway” choose to ignore 


WASHINGTON - The indomitable 
Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn., isn’t the 
only senator who has been fighting a 
heroic battle against cancer. In the Hap­ 
py W arrio r’s shadow . Sen 
Dewey 
B a rtlett, R-O kla., has been going 
through sim ilar anguish 
This is the story of 
B artle tt’s quiet but 
dram atic struggle for 
life It is also the story 
of how a colleague. 
Sen Clifford Hansen. 
R-Wyo , took advan­ 
tage of his friend’s il­ 
lness to slip a clause 
B artlett opposed into 
the strip mining law 
The clause could add 
billions to the con­ 
su m ers’ future coal 
bills. 
Dewey B artlett is 
dive-bomber pilot, a one-man bulldozer, 
who barges through a heavy work- 
schedule with the same zest that has also 
endeared Humphrey to the Senate 
B artlett’s health had always been 
rugged. But shortly after the Senate 
opened last January, he hurried through 
a routine physical examination 
The 
following day. the doctors showed him X- 
ray pictures of an ominous spot on his 
right lung 
The doctors urged B artlett to check 
into the Bethesda Naval Hospital for 
further tests 
Then he entered New 
York's famed Sloan-Kettering Institute 
for more conclusive tests. On January 
20. the day Jimmy C arter was taking his 
oath of office, surgeons were removing 
cancerous nodes from the senator’s right 
lung 
Bartlett soon plunged back into his 14- 
hour-a-day Senate routine He also began 
a re g im e n of ra d io th e ra p y and 
chem otherapy, 
which drained 
his 
strength The strain sent him back to the 
hospital with the flu Depressingly. X- 
rays showed another possible cancerous 
growth on his lungs, and he was rushed 


back into surgery. 
This took him out of the Senate battle 
over the strip mining bill The federal 
governm ent owns trem endous coal 
reserves under the ground. But the big 
ranching interests and land speculators 
hoped to squeeze huge profits out o f the 
coal by controlling the surface rights. 
They could hold out for exhorbitant pay­ 
ments, Senate sources warn, if the sur­ 
face rights were strengthened. 
The issue was taken to a Senate-House 
c o n fe re n c e , w h ere a fiv e-to -fiv e 
deadlock appeared likely to kill the in­ 
flationary provision. B artlett opposed 
the multibillion-dollar giveaway clause, 
but he was recuperating from cancer 
surgery when the showdown came. 


He had entrusted his proxy to his 
friend. Sen. Cliff Hansen. According to 
competent sources. B artlett told Hansen 
that he firmly opposed the controversial 
clause 
But Hansen told us he had 
received no instructions from B artlett’s 
staff how to cast the proxy vote 
In any case. Hansen withheld the 
hospitalized B artlett’s proxy This broke 
the deadlock; 
the multibillion-dollar 
bonanza was passed by a five-to-four 
vote and was written into the strip- 
mining legislation. 
Outraged opponents of the coal caper, 
including Bartlett, later tried to recall 
the vote. But it was too late. The con­ 
sumers will soon be paying through the 
nose. 


The dauntless B artlett, meanwhile, is 
continuing 
the 
devastating chemical 
treatm ents His weight has dropped, and 
his hair began falling out But he has 
faced the ordeal, nevertheless, with 
cheerful humor 
He had never been able to tam e his 
cowlicks with brush or comb. The 
chemotherapy, he said wryly, had solved 
the problem 
His head felt so naked, 
however, that he began wearing a white 
golf cap in the Senate corridors. Finally 
he decided he would rather ‘‘look like 
Yul Brvnner ” 


The doctors, meanwhile, are searching 
for the right combination of chemicals to 
combat B artlett’s cancer. As for the 
senator, he is using his misfortune, like 
Humphrey, to help others. He has 
mounted such an intensive anti-smoking 
cam paign th at several Senate staff 
m em bers have curtailed their smoking 
habits 
Next year, B artlett intends to run for 
re-election — ‘‘God willing,” he adds 
with a smile. 
Footnote: Sen 
Bartlett declined to 
comment on the proxy incident. Sen 
Hansen told our associate Jack Mitchell 
th at he ‘‘would be answ erable” to 
B artlett for his handling of the crucial 
proxy vote. 


WHO’S NEWS — The pressure has 
been building up the Justice D epartm ent 
to head off a threatened indictment 
against ex-CIA chief Richard Helms. 
Friends of Helms in high places have 
warned Attorney General Griffin Bell 
that the form er CIA director may be 
forced to divulge national secrets in 
order to defend himself But the con­ 
scientious Bell believes CIA officials 
must be subject to the law. They cannot 
be excused from trial, he has said 
privately, on national security grounds. 
This would mean CIA agents could break 
the law whenever they pleased, without 
worry about facing trial.

Reverse 
osmosis 


State agencies dealing with water 
generate an abundance of paperwork. 
It's a reality that is with us to stay. If 
the public is to be kept informed, the 
flow of information will have to con­ 
tinue. Unfortunately, the abundance of 
m aterial and the seeming repetition of 
factors lull most readers into numbness, 
if not outright sleep. 
Progress in any event 
is slow, although I 
should add th at it 
v a r i e s 
w id e ly 
depending on a variety 
of factors. 
D ep u ty 
d ir e c to r 
Robin Reynolds, of the 
Departm ent of W ater 
Resources, came up 
with a little gem of a 
speech presented to 
the Subcommittee on 
W a te r an d P o w e r 
Resources of the House Interior and in­ 
sular Affairs Committee in Washington, 
D C. on Sept. 29-30. and the rem arks bear 
a second look. 
One of the m ajor portions of Reynold’s 
p re s e n ta tio n 
d e a lt 
w ith 
“ W ater 
Research and Conversion" and in a 
word, the im portant element there was a 
reference to “desalting technology.” 
Many readers will be aw are of the 
term , ‘‘reverse osmosis desalting” in 
reference to the application to desalting 
sea w ater. A day doesn’t go by, but what 
some expert doesn’t have a few words to 
say about the conversion of all that sea 
w ater out there to satisfy all our water 
needs. 
But the application of the reverse 
osmosis principles to the conversion of 
w ater contam inated by man or nature is 
another very interesting prospect. 
Reynolds said California has par­ 
ticipated in pilot study work on the 
reverse osmosis treatm ent of waste 
w ater in San Diego and Marin counties 
and on w ater from the Colorado River. 
A path has been blazed in other words. 
Reynolds’ suggestion for use of the 
principle in the treatm ent of agricultural 
w astew ater, of which the state has an 
abundance, is fascinating. For example, 
authories are concerned with the grow­ 
ing degradation of the underground 
w ater supplies in the Santa Maria area. 
Most of the problem comes from the ac­ 
cumulation of agricultural chemicals. 
F a r m A d v is e r G e o rg e G o o d a ll 
spearheaded a study recently on “ non- 
point” pollution in the Santa Maria 
Valley 
The contamination and the 
source are confirmed. 
A g ric u ltu ra l 
c o n ta m in a tio n 
is 
probably less in Lompoc and Santa Ynez 
Valleys, relatively speaking, but there 
are other problems to consider there 
For example, the normal mineralization 
process under way below ground that has 
been identified for a generation is being 
closely watched 
It should be noted that a reverse 
osmosis plant for wastew ater reclam a­ 
tion would be out of the scope of Lompoc 
Valley, but conceivably it could be feasi­ 
ble in the Santa Maria area 
“The 
California legislature.” Reynolds says, 
“ is now considering SB 346. which would 
authorize a construction program and 
would establish the policy of partially 
meeting the w ater needs of the Califor­ 
nia State W ater Project through water 
conservation and wastewater reclam a­ 
tion 
Application of the desalting 
technology will be necessary in order to 
reuse some of our wastewater 
Then Reynolds continued: “ It is our 
judgment that because of the variation 
and uncertainty of the quality of both 
agricultural and municipal wastewater 
th at federal governm ent sponsored 
demonstration plants are needed to ad­ 
vance this technology and to provide the 
inform ation needed for non-federal 
governmental agencies to proceed with 
confidence in adopting reverse osmosis 
desalting technology ” 
If I read all this correctly, it is the 
absence of such federally funded plants 
that stalls the whole concept of reclaim ­ 
ing wastewater. 
In the final paragraph of the presenta­ 
tion. Reynolds lays it right on the line: 
“ I want to close by stressing our strong 
interest in again participating with the 
federal government in planning con­ 
stru ctin g and operating a rev erse 
osmosis demonstration plant in Califor­ 
nia and in asking 
support appropria­ 
tions for the construction of dem onstra­ 
tion plants authorized by PL 95-84." 
I first heard of reverse osmosis years 
ago from an Ojai city councilman, who 
was retired after heading research for 
Shell Chemical Co.. for many years

P o ly g a m ist A lexand er 
Joseph 
suggests 
p lu ral 
marriage may be about to 
come out of the closet 
Joseph 
is a sometimes 
health food entrepreneur, 41 
years old. who says he has 14 
wives. He also says he is hap­ 
pier for it. 
“ Man is a 
polygamist by nature,” he in­ 
sists, “ and I am only doing 
what's natural.” What he’s 
doing is advertising his ex­ 
traordinary lifestyle in what 
he says is an effort to promote 
polygamist rights. 
Rights? In other words, he 
means freedom of choice. 
Jo s ep h 
g ru m p s 
th a t 
Americans may now operate 
bordellos, may get as many 
divorces as they wish, may 
pose in copulation for mass 
circulation publications, “ but 
we still can’t follow the exam­ 
ple set by God’s prophets,” 
i.e. to live with several 
spouses at the same time. 
Plural marriage was good 
enough for Solomon, Joseph 
argues. And too, according to 
the Old Testament, the 12 
tribes of Israel were founded 
by sons born to Jacob, two 
wives and a pair of hand­ 
maidens. The Bible is full of 
this kind of begetting Hence 
Joseph’s scriptural view of 
monogamous man is that 
“ We’re all decendants of 
polygamists.” 
What’s more, Joseph adds, 
polygamy continues to be 
w idespread even today 
Western nations discourage 
the activity, but Africans do 
not, nor do some of the 
cultures in Polynesia and 
Southeast Asia Joseph says 
many Mohammedan countries 
also allow men up to five 
wives, thus several Arab 
diplomats in Washington are 
heads of multiple families. 
Then there are the home­ 
grown pluralists Some Black 
Muslims take multiple wives 
Welfare cheats have done it 
for generations And the most 
obvious American block, of 
course, is that out of Utah, 
Joseph says he personally 
knows “ thousands” of Mor­ 
mon polygamists, while other 
observers here say the total 
may be as high as 100,000 
For all its history and pre­ 
sent c u rr e n c y , however, 
plural marriage is the stuff of 
suspicion in the American 
mainstream The democratic 
value as applied to heterosex­ 
ual cohabitation is one man, 
one woman In Utah, where 
p o ly g a m y 
w as o n ce a 
religious conviction, the prac­ 
tice is currently forbidden by 
no less than the state constitu­ 
tion 


It’s small wonder that Utah 
is so hard on plural marriage. 
Polygamy is part of an em­ 
barrassing past that seems 
never to fade When Joseph 
Smith founded Mormonism in 
1830, he said polygamy was a 
“ revelation” from God. The 
rest of the nation was not con­ 
vinced, and the tragic conse­ 
quence was years of persecu­ 
tion of Smith's people. 
The Mormons fled to Utah 
(in 1847) to escape harass­ 
ment 
But public outrage 
followed. By 1852 even some 
Mormons were 
wondering 
about the wisdom of Brigham 
Young’s 22 wives; they broke 
away to form a church of their 
own 
Still, polygamy con­ 
tinued, occasionally in the 
face of brutal reactions by 
monogamous vigilantes and 
U.S. troops 
Finally, in 1890, the Mormon 
leadership declared defeat. To 
honor the memory of Joseph 
Smith, and to minimize the 
humiliation of it all, the 
leadership announced simply 
that a new “ revelation” had 
been 
received, 
this one 
superseding the old. Since 
then the church has had only 
one response to polygamy 
practitioners: excommunica­ 
tion. 
This abrupt theological turn­ 
about has never been totally 
accepted by the Mormon 
minority 
Throughout 
this 
century angry traditionalists 
havedefiedtheehurch by form­ 
ing retaliatory sects 
Often 
the sects have held rigidly to 
the gospel of the Old Testa­ 
ment; in some cases this has 
coupled 
p o lygam y 
with 
zealotry and even violence 
Currently, for example, law 
enforcement officers in both 
the United States and Mexico

monism, the religion must 
always have a person of such 
rank He claims he is now that

The dialing mechanism is 
housed in a console which is 
plugged into a home telephone 
like an extension

Joseph’s adversaries are 
not after the polygamist’s 
money or power He has little 
of either. Rather, he may be 
targeted because he is trying 
to go public 
“ Many 
polygamists 
like 
their privacy They like the 
secrecy and the intrigue," he 
said “ They get rich this way 
So I am now perceived as a 
threat to their little rackets ” 
Regardless of the risks of 


publicity, Joseph continues to 
solicit it. He is far and away 
the most public polygamist in 
America. He says he has wed 
17 women in all, ages 13 to 31. 
One of the nuptials was on 
television. Details of the lives 
of the lot have been printed in 
such periodicals as religious 
tracts and Hustler magazine. 
And now Joseph is expan­ 
ding the propaganda He and 
his women are the subjects of 
a low-budget, sureflop motion 
picture called “ Alex Joseph 
and His Wives.” “ Every little 
bit helps,” says Joseph 
“ I 
can’t say I like to open up my 
private life for every inquir­ 
ing reporter; but it’s better 
than trying to live in virtual 
hiding ” 
Jo sep h is a one-tim e 
Marine, and former California 
policeman, who came to Utah 
in the 1960s following a 
“ d is a s t r o u s " 
10-year 
monogamous marriage 
He 
joined the Mormon church, 
began polygamy and has been 
excommunicated since 1965 
He is bearded, flamboyant 


and heads a tiny sect called 
"The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Solemn Assembly." 
Many in Utah think Joseph 
is an operator. It’s noted that 
he usually weds women half 
his age 
There is suspicion 
that he brainwashes the girls 
(one has declared in an inter­ 
view that she would kill for 
her husband). Common belief 
is that Joseph uses the wages 
of his many working wives to 
increase his personal stan­ 


dard of living 
Feminists are particularly 
critical of Joseph Because he 
defines polygamy from the 
male viewpoint only. He does 
not object to women marrying 
several men (polyandry), but 
refuses to believe that any 
men would be so inclined 
Women’s lib considers this to 
be nonsense and dismisses 
Jo sep h as m erely “ an 
oversexed, overbearing fool.” 
In defense, the polygamist 
says all criticism is un­ 
founded. “ My wives are not 
stu p id 
T h ey 
a re 
not 
playthings. One is in law 
school, another is writing a 
book They believe as I do that 
polygamy frees them to pur­ 
sue their own interests They 
are not tied down as are 
monogamous wives 
And by 
the way, none of my wives 
work ” 
Far from being a sexual 
game, then, Joseph insists his 
polygamy is decent and highly 
moral “ Most men cheat on 
their wives Evel Knievel says 
he has slept with 14,000 
women But I ’m faithful to my 
wives, and they are faithful to 
me.” He says he has healthy 
sex with proper respect for all 
14 spouses. “ We are a wonder­ 
ful family.” 
Wonderful or no. Joseph's 
family is not legally a family 
at all Hence the purpose of 
his movement for polygamist 
rights 
“ We should have the 
right to be considered normal 
people, not freaks. We should 
have the right to be proud of 


ourselves and our ways. We 
don’t push polygam y on 
others, but we want others to 
understand and accept us ” 
Apparently, even as this
